Oitcourse we know that these 
drivers know that someone tn ly 
hit a child or a grown up per- 
s*>r but of course it wouldn’t 
bo We hope not. But oc- 

eryjie should keep in mind the 
latl that from 8 a.m until 0. 
til'.* streets are filled with the 
kiddies on their way to schoi i, 
ail l m.iids of six and seven yei 
I S lion' always furi ‘ m as rai- 
idiv 11 c der ones, t tnee caution 
IS ::'*t.ded. Then age n at 112 no 
on. and from then until 1:30 the 
.hiMnn are on tiv* streets a.: 
i'l*. and from 4 u .lil dark, so 
that drivers on the city str*>.l.s 
should keep themselves within a 
safe limit, not because it is the 
law, but liecause any other pr.>c 
odure a danger to Uie satViv 
of them^silves and others, and 
human life is one thing that wt. 
cannot restore. BE CAREFl’L 
of it. 

Then too, we notice a terrp ; 
.iirugaid for the cement stn***!- 
ard at the intersection on Broad 
way of the gravel road and the 
street. We would hate l,, sec 
the results if a wheat truck 
and l>eet truck, both loaded, \.n\ 
on this corner due to a disregard 
of traffic laws around the pil ir 
Sure, we know what every tru¬ 
ck driver will sa.v', l that he 
is not fool enough to crash like 
that. There never was an accid¬ 
ent yet that was intentional, 
and yet they are happening ev¬ 
ery day. and in nearly eveiy 
case it is a case of si ceding, 
or disregard of traffic law and 
the other fellows rights. 

If not for your own good, 
then for the good of others be 
careful in the town at least. If 


you must bum up the road, do 
it out of town where there is 
not so much danger and where 
there are not eight side streets 
in every mile where you could 
hit someone. Don’t wait for an 
accident before you start being 
careful, it may l>e to© late then.

Nevertiieless, for those wiio do 
u.se it, the re.sults are the same 
in that the same diseases' attack 
them as occur in the city. 

Typhoid fever, which is fiequ- 
ently water-borne, used tj be a 
fairly common disease in cities 
and towns. Now it is a rare dis- 
aesp and is practically unknwn 
wliere water and milk supplies 
are taken caic of. Tyiihoif} fev¬ 
er is not liy any means a rare 
(iisea .e in many rura) areas, and 
iiiost of the cases seen in city 
hospilals have been contracted 
in Uv’ country. 

It is difficult to, i»ersuade 
iijinv ruial poo])!*! that ti.e well 
or the spring which they have 
used for years may not be a 
safe aipply. They forget, that
